Tho site on 
the Otway Settlement applied for by tio 
Editor is in the Te Aroha District, where 
n large number of apiaries have been 
established the last year or two. The 
Piako site is in another district that js 
fast being taken up by beekeepers, and jn 
both these cases the probability is that 
by tho time the regulations governing the 
securing of these sites are ready, both dis- 
tricts surrounding them will be so stocked 
with bees that the purpose for which they 
were set apart is lost, as the apiarist, on 
taking possession, would find he was ‘sur. 
rounded by other men who bad taken the 
territory whilst the apiary site was not 
occupied. 


Do we really need a Chief Apiarist to 
look after the needs of tho industry, or do 
we not? In any case, this matter of ‘apiary 
sites should engage the serious attention 
of Conference, that they be made available 
for settlement without further delay,

There is another matter we should like 
to see discussed—that is, railway freights 
on honey. That the industry is unfairly 
handieapped in this respect is evident, ag 
the following illustration will show. The 
т wanted to send a ease of honey 
ghing 37]bs. to Wellington, and as a 
local orehardist was going to the station 
io consign some fruit, he was asked to 
consign the honey. Now, the orchnriist 
was consigning cases of fruit weighing 
56 Ibs., the freight being 7d. per case; the 
Editor's ease of honey, weighing 37 105, 
and not oceupying anything like the space, 
was 6/6. And just here we would remark 
that the fruitgrowers were up in arms 
that tho Government should handicap their 
industry by putting an extra penny per 
cose om the fruit freights! Why did tbe 
Government, put a flat rate on tho freight 
for fruit? We take it because they wanted 
tho people to seeure a wholesome article 
of fond at a reasonable figure, and at tho 
sane time to assist n growing industry. Isn't 
the beekeeping industry in exactly the 
same position in this respect? Wo are а 
young industry; we have a wholesome nt- 
ticle of food that should bo available to 
nt a eheap rate. How often a 
is asked to send 20 Ibs. or 30 106,

Allan, once aptly put it:—‘‘Butter pays 
second-class fare and gets first-class accom- 
modation; honey pays first-class fare, anil 
gets second-class accommodation '’—and 
very often much worse. 

‘The freight tariff is going to be con- 
sidered by the Railway Department when 
matters become more normal, and we sug- 
yest that a deputation wait on the Minister 
of Railways, drawing his attention to our 
grievance, that the matter be not lost sight 
of when a revision is being made.

‘This, to a man of the stamp of 
Mr. Goodin, is rather Inughable, Tt is 
satisfactory to know that really good work 
is being done. 


The discussion on boundaries in the Jour- 
nal has led to some queer inferences in 
some queer minds, according to an incident 
related by a budding beekeeper secking a 
location, which, by the way, is not quite 
as simplo a problem nowadays as it might 
appear.

Bees & Flower - Fertilization. 


THE CASE ОР BEANS AND PEAS. 


By W. Н. TAYLOR, Horticulturist. 


Tho following notes are written with the 
idea of elucidating certain questions which 
have been under discussion for some time 
past, snch as, “What perforates the flowers 
of broad heansf'' “Why do runner-bei 
fail to set beans on the first flowers? 
“Do bees erossfertilizo pens?’ The 
aothority used by the writer in denling 

ith these questions is Darwin, in his book 
“Cross and Self Fertilization of Plants.” 


Regarding holes in th 
Darwin slates that in England these are 
always made by humble bees, but that bive 
bees invariably avail themselves of the 
holes and rarely visit in the proper 
flowers that have been perforated 
humble bees, By the possession of pow 
ful mandibles humblo bees are particularly 
well equipped for making the holes; their 
object js to obtain the nectar quicker than 
hy entering the flowers, thus enabling them 
to visit a larger number of flowers, My 
own observations convinee mo that there 
is sometimes another reason. T have taken 
advantago of every opportunity that has 
offered this summer to watch’ the move- 
ments of bumble bees on plants in my 
garden, "Phe first notieed were small black

Runner Beans. 


Darwin states that the flower of rnnop 
beans (Phaseolus multiflorus) is entirely 
self-fertilizing, and yet, though such is ths 
case, it is quite incapable of fertilization 
without the aid of insects, the fertilizing 
organs being in a spirally wound keel, from 
which they must be relensed to effet polli. 
nation, Bees visit the flowers continually, 
They alight on the left wing-petal, as 
they can best snek the nectar from tig 
side, Their weight and movements depress 
the petal; this canses the stigma to pro. 
trade from the spirally wound keel, and 
a brush of hairs pushes the pollen beforo it, 
‘Tho pollen adheres to the head or proboscis 
of the bee whieh is at work, and is thus 
placed on the stigma of the samo flower 
or is earried to another flower. That this 
plant is self-fertilo was proved by Darwin 
and others, who found that when plants 

v covered so as to exeludo insects only 
г rarely was a bean formed, yet by 
moving the wing-petals witb n pin fertiliza- 
tion took place and beans formed, 


It will thus be seen that beans cannot 
be formed unless the flowers are visited 
by bees or some other insect sufficiently 
powerful to depress the wing-petals, Тһе 
Dees nre, of course, quite unaware of the 
presenco of the flowers until they seo them, 
Bees do not detect flowers nntil a cousider- 
able number have expanded, presumably 
ause they are not sufficiently con- 
spicuous to attract their attention, Tho 
bees may not observe {һе first flowers on 
munner beans, as they are near the ground, 
and to some extent concealed by the foliage. 
But they soon detect nnd visit them when 
many flowers are out, and at опсо beans 
are formed, This clearly -explains why 
thc first flowers fail to set beans. If bees 
perforated the corollas instend of visiting 
tho flowers in the proper manner no beans 
would be formed, because the necessary 
movement of the wing-petals would not 
oceor, 


Broad Beans. 


Although not quite sure on this point. С 
believe the ageney of bees is necessary to 
ire fertilization of broad beans (‘Taba 
vulgars'"). If that is the case, tho reason 
why tho perforated flowers fail to set beans 


is®xplained, Tt is the first flowers usually 
ation 


y garden a plant known as “bhu 
Spiræa’? (**Caryopteris mastoeanthus ) 
began to open flowe "The bees soon found 
it, and after а day or two had abandon! 
the antirrhinums and concentrated their 
attention on the enryopteris. 1 counted, 19 
many as twenty-four large banded hurip о 
bees on the plant at one time. Since t M 
lime, so far as I have seen, not a single 
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beo haa visited the antirrhinums, which is 
not strange, as bees always confine their 
attention to one species while they can, 
alid evidently the nectar of the caryopteris| 
(natural order Verbenaceae) is preferred 
to thot of the antirrhinum (natural order 
Serophulariaccae). 


The first flowers on an carly erop of 
broad benns open at a time when flowers 
of any kind are ѕелтее, and the bumble 
bees make use of them. Later on, when 
moro flowers of the beans have expand 
there are also many other flowers ont, 
{һе bees probably abandon the bem 
favour of something more to their liking. 
So that on observer may watch in yain for 
more visitations by humble bees on beans. 

Dwarf Beans. 

Tho flowers of dwarf beans (‘*Phaseolus 
vulgaris’') are entirely self-fertilo without 
the nid of inscets, as is abundantly proved 
by their being grown in greenhouses where 
bees are not present. Yet they are eapable 
of cross-fertilization by bees, and it uo 
doubtedly ocenrs. Tho extent of cross 
fertilization is "not, however, great, and 
different varieties grown in close proxim 
will remain fairly pure, but not entirely so. 

Garden Peas, 

"Thé. flowers of garden pens (''Pisum 
sativhm ^) are entirely self-fertile, "and 
usually bebave as though eleistogamie (пи- 
erossnble), which they certainly are not. 
Fertilization is effected before tho flowers 
open, and this precludes the possibility of 
crossing by wind-borne pollen. | Notwith- 
stonding these statements—and there is| 
abundant proof that they ‘are: true—the 
are obviously adapted to eross- 
ion. Darwin observes that it is 
remarkable that they.are not often erosse.l, 
yet it only yery rarely happens. Ile men 
tions enses of varieties that havo remained 
pure for sixty years, though each year 
several varieties were grown together. 
Hive-bees can have no effect on the ferti- 
lization of these flowers, as they are not 
heavy enough to open them, consequently 
they cannot gather pollen from them ex- 
copt from old avd alroady fertilized flowers, 
which they sometimes do, but not to any 
great extent. For my own part, I have 
frequently watched my garden peas this 
season, and hare not seen a bee on them. 
Darwin states that he had peas under 
observation for thirty years, and only 
thrice during that period did he see boes 
of the proper kind at work. Theso were 
‘(Bombus musearum," a humble bee, 
These, he is sure, must hnve crossed some 
flowers, 


Sweet Peas, 


The flowers of tho sweet pea (“Lathyrus 
odoratus'") are entirely self-fertile, and 
can rarely bo erossed by insects and never 
by wind!borne pollen. I have examined 
a largo number of flowers and proved that 
fertilization takes place long before the 
flowers open, lMowever young a flower may 
bo, a pod will be found in it, and tho 
smallest pod I could divide with a sharp 


knife exhibited peas quite distinctly. 


Bees and Seed-growing. 

Tt has previously been stated that bees 
coufine their attention ла long as possible 
to one species. It is also known that when 
gathering pollen bees will not wander fur 
it they can get their lond nearby. The 
knowledge of these facts, and, further, that 
different orders of plants will not cross, 
guides seed-growers in planning their plota. 
All the different species of brassica, which 
include cabbages, caulillowers, Ge., will 
cross each other. The seed-grower plans 
his feld so that no two varieties of the 
samo species are close tu cach other. But 
this would not ensure safety from erossing 
unless a considerable number of plants of 
each varicty were grown, for bees will fly 
quite a considerable distance in search of 
flowers of a species, Snfety is found in 
growing n good block of cach variety. The 
bees then load up from the one block, and 
tho risks of crossing ато very small.

Prosecutions Under the 
Apiaries Act. 


We have received from Mr. T. A. Jadob- 
sen news clippings of the following prose- 
cutions in the Gisborno district:— 

Several informations under tho Apiary 
Aet were dealt with at the Magistrate’s 
Conrt. Francis Gay, of Mangapapa (Mr. 
Dunlop) was fined £1 (with 7/- costs), on 
the information of the apiary inspector 
(Mr, F. A, Jacobsen), for failing to take 
proper steps for the prevention of the 
spread: of foul-brood among bees—For fail- 
ing to lave hives in accordance with the 
Act so as to permit the inspection of bees, 
С. E. Hare, of Makaraka, was fined a 
similar ато! Defendant explained that 
the bees were placed in boxes temporarily 
during the rush of shearing time—John 
Morrow (Patutahi), for a similar broach, 
was fined £1 (with 14/6 expenses); and 
James O'Neill (Waimata) wns fined £1 
(with 7/- eosts). His Worship pointed out 
that the es were brought up by way 
of warning and for tho protection of other 
bee farmers. Tho inspector lind stuted that 

nless tho bees were kept in proper framed 
hives, the work of inspecting and examin- 
ing them was very difficult, 

Georgo Sangster (of tho Stratford dis- 
triet) was prosecuted on two charges—hay- 
ing feubbrood and failing to treat or 
destroy, and keeping bees in box hives. 
The Magistrato fined him £3 on the first in- 
formation a £2 on the second (with 7/- 
costs in cach ease).

I am told that 
Clement Wragge has predicted that the 
yonr 1920 will bo something to be romem 
bored, Tle seems to have got the habit of 
being pretty right, too! Wonder if he is 
desvended from that chap Joseph that used 
to live ‘somewhera in—Egypt!"? 


I am heginuing to wonder if we shall 
ovor get a season which із a duplicato of a 
previous one, or likely to be a duplicato 
of a fnture опе, Seems to me Т shall have 
fo keep on wondering! Perhaps that is 
ono of tho reasons why beekeeping is such 
a fascinating ‘‘game.’? You never know 


what will be your luck till the end of tho 
season, and might ‘‘throw up the sponge’? 
just whea good fortune is going to smile 
on you. This is a bit of the philosophy 
of my late friend Gidley, 


Through omitting to brand one of iny 
coses of honey, I have had to go to Lyttel- 
ton to rectify my mistake. I was greatly 
pleased to note tho cleanliness and order 
in the store. I noted that great care was 
taken that honey should not be exposed 
a moment longer than necessary, and that 
every eare was taken in opening and elos- 
ing cases to avoid damage. 


Mr. Earp drew my attention to the risks 
which we take (of coorse, I mean the 
Н.Р.А.) in not having lids soldered on 
after the honey is graded, It would be 
obvions to anyone after ocular demonstra- 
tion, and it would be a cheap insuranco 
for our produce if the Company insisted 
оп this being done in futnre. It is speci- 
ally necessary where the S-inch presein 
lid is used. I noticed that a largo propor- 
tion of the tins did not have an entirely 
new top, but a ring and lid had been put 
in, leaving the branding of the original 
benzine tin intact. No doubt, readers 
romember that I ''barracked'' for the 
benzine tin, but NOT that the brand 
should be left. An entirely new top 
is a different matter. I have learned ro- 
cently that there is a possibility that ап 
attempt may be made to use kerosene tins 
by at least one supplier. I have boen 
told he is saving them for tho purpose. 
and as there are no bramds on the tins, as 
is also the case with some kinds of petrol 
tins, there is a danger that they may get 
through, as the only way to detect them 
is by the st—— (beg pardon!) aroma. 
However, after my experience in ''trans- 
mogrifying’’ a benzine tin into а fit recop- 
tacle for honey, I have come to tho con- 
clusion that if new tins are procurablo ct 
a reasonable prico, ‘‘the game is not worth 
the candle." I hope we shall get a definite 
statement in plenty of time before next 
season's tins are needed from the Depart 
ment of Agriculture as to whether the uso 
of second-hand tins will be permitted, na 
some suppliers used new tins for their 
crop last season, but, of course, will not 
get any more money for it. 


All authorities agroe that to be success- 
fnl in any industry reading is a very neces- 
sary part of the training required, It has 
been stated many times that there is often 
enough information in ono issue of a Jour-

Each of these five 
yards brought in an average per colony of 
a little over double that of a yard of 90 
colonies. The man, however, who intends 
to run his bees in n slipshod manner will 
probably get n larger return from a large 
yard; but give the two yards the following 
treatment, and the small yard will win 
out—viz., young qneens, plenty stores, nnd 
good supers full of hees when the 
п opens.

It Pays to Keep Bees. 


By PIONEER. 


(Continued from May issue.)

In 1907 I determined to Italianise my 
bees, so sent (o Auckland and procured 12 
aud great was my joy in trans 
forring the golden beauties; but, as is 
usual with the fair sex, they brought 
trouble with them—but of that, anon. 
What struck me at the time was what 
hustlers they were, A few hours after re- 
leasing them I had cause to ascend a high 
hill, aud found them already busy on the 
fuschia bushes, and this good trait they 
have always kept up, being far ahead of 
tbe black—moro venturesome, I should вау. 
They seemed also constitutionally stronger, 
and to bo practically immune to foul-brood; 
for by next season I got my first taste of 
this disease, and it spread like wildfire 
through the blacks and practically wiped 
them-out. I found the McEvoy single 
treatment sufficient to keep the disease 
down with the Italians and hybrids. Next 
season also I found I had introduced, too, 
the large wax moth; but the Sonth Island 
is evidently too cold for them, and I have 
seen no sign of them since. 


That year I got 2,838 Ibs. of honoy, but 
only a profit of £30 4а. 10d. However, in 
1909 my profit rose to £97 3s., and, finding 
my honey candied readily, I went in 
largely for Aitken honey-bags, which paid 
me very well. 

In 1913-14 I made a turnover of 
£121 9s. 7d., but in 1915 foul-brood got 
ad of me, and my profit was only £3 5s., 
and my honey crop 2% ewt, Sinco thon 
I have run the apiary on shares, аз T 
found time did not allow me to do justico 
to the bees. By this means I got my bees 
properly attended to, but I did not find 
the principle of ‘‘on sharos’? work out 
otherwise practically to mo, though I tried 
soveral modified plana of tho same, and 
find it pays mo best to employ au apiarist 
for the season on wages, for it seemed to 
me, however yon arranged it, friction was 
sure to arise; either the other fellow was 
making {оо much and working too little, 
or be thought I was getting too much, and 
ho was doing all tho work. One young 
partner, when һе went off with half tho 
profits, told me I ought to bo content with 
214 per cent. profit on my capital. But 
then he was a Socialist, and they always 
seom to think that ‘‘what is thine should 
bo mine,'' irrespective of the amount of 
work they may have given in exchange. 
Oh, no! My advice is, іё you possibly can, 
go on your own in beekeeping, or leave it 
alone. 

Tn 1916 the honey crop was 3 tons 12 owt., 
which worked out at a profit of £119 144. 
За. I had 180 colonies. 
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1917 proved a good year, 
was ТЫ tons, and every 
on the placo was put in г 
ahead of the beos.

The following Remits are forwarded by the Poverty Bay 
Beekeepers’ Association:— 
Registration of Apiaries.—' "That all upiaries be megistered 
annually, and that the amended registration provide that 
a fee be levied on all apiaries from which honey is sold; 
and also that provision be made for and the enforcing of 
a substantial penalty for failure to register,” 


Chief Apiarist.—' "That. the appointment of a Chief Apiarist be 
again brought before the Minister of Agrieulture, and 
that the matter be pressed that ‘he make the appointment, 
» нык: һу him, at an early date, The officer appointed 
d ve responsible for the proper enforcement of the Apiaries 
Act. Such an appointment would be of the greatest 


assistance ^al inspectors i { i 
Wo to local inspectors in the carrying out of their 


Box Hives, &c.—'' (1) The prosecution of owners of box hives 
without notice. 


**(2) To prevent the sale of apiaries or the moving of hives 
of bees to another locality, unless such apiary or hives be 
declared clean by the inspector. and a permit given.” 


Penalties.—‘‘ That the penalty for breaches of the Apiaries Act 
be increased; the maximum penalty be raised to £20.” 


Apiary Boundaries .— ‘That provision be made for the pro- 
tection of commercial apiarists in regard to boundaries, 
ke.” 


Local Inspectors.—‘This Association desires that the powers 
conferred on local inspectors be explicitly defined in regard 
to the’ effective carrying out of the Apiaries Aet: also that 
fuller power be givem to local inspectors to deal with box 
hives, and that he be empowered to see that all combs, 
brood, &e., be destroyed or removed from access to bees.”

“That discussion be made on the question of Apiary Sites now 
set apart by the Lands Department, and that if the eondi- 
tions for securing these be not already framed, a deputation 
wait on the Minister of Lands to urge their being completed 
without delay.” 


“That a deputation wait on the Minister of Railways, drawing 
his attention to the unfair handieap that is placed on 
honey as compared with other produce, with a request 
that the tariff be revised as soon as possibl.
